Newhouse’s Maple Meadow legal advice was sound 


Dear Editor, 

In April 2003, your newspa- 
per published a letter to the 
editor from John McNabb, 
who is a member of the group 
that calls itself “Clean Water 
Action”. The April 2003 letter 
reads as follows: 

At the Wilmington Planning 
Board meeting last week, 
Town Counsel Newhouse 
correctly pointed out that 
Article 48 (at the April 26 


Wilmington Town 
Meeting), which would 
impose a 40-foot height 
limit on landfills in 


Wilmington, is likely to be 
approved by the Attorney 
General if it is passed by 
Town Meeting. But then, I 
was astounded when he 
then said that Article 48 
would be preempted by 
state law, even though there 
is no specific state law that 
preempts a local zoning 
bylaw. In fact, when the 
Attorney General approves a 
town bylaw, it is because the 
AG has determined that the 
bylaw is not preempted by 
state law, is legal, and can 
be enforced. Article 48 is 
almost identical to a Warrant 
Article that I proposed in 
Cohasset for a citizen's-group 
in 1998 and that, after being 
overwhelmingly approved by 
Town Meeting, was approved 
the Attorney General-so 
Wilmington voters can be 
sure that the Article is legal 
and is not preempted. 

Then Mr. Newhouse con- 
tended that even if Article 
48 was not preempted, it 
would not affect the cap 
ping of the Maple 
Meadow Landfill- even 
though Article 48 clearly 
states that the 40-foot height 
limit includes “any final cap 
or covering material.” 
Obviously, if Article 48 
passed Town Meeting, the 40- 
foot height limit would stop 
the use of “contaminated 


soil” that has been used so 
far for “capping” the landfill, 
when the 40-foot limit is 
reached 

Mr. Newhouse and a mem- 
ber of the Planning Board 
then: speculated that the 
Article would not apply to 
the Maple Meadow 
Landfill, since the landfill 
has not been used for 
landfilling since 1976, 
Wrong again. The Article 
clearly applies to the “cap- 
ping” of the landfill, and 
since “capping” is going on, 
the Article would obviously 
apply to this ongoing use of 


the land for “capping” pur- 
poses even if there is no 
“landfilling” going on 


Passing Article 48 would help 
the Town of Wilmington to 
gain control over this out of 
control situation, where DEP 
is allowing a private develop. 
er to bring in hundreds of 
thousands of pounds of cont 
aminated soil form the “big 
dig", and state superfund 
sites into the Zone II for one 
of Wilmington's public drink- 
ing water supplies. 
[Emphasis Added] 

For the record, as I predict- 
ed in 2003, the Article was in 
fact “approved” by the 
Attorney General's office. 
However, on December 15, 
2005, the Town received word 
from Town Counsel's office 
that the Land Court had ruled 
against the Town on a number 
of legal issues, including the 
application of Article 48 to the 
Maple Meadow Landfill. For 
the record, Mr. McNabb was 
100% wrong. Rather than try- 
ing to give Mr. McNabb a 
much needed legal education 
through your column, howev- 
er, let me simply relate some 
of Judge Lombardi's rulings. 


In his opinion, Judge 
Lombardi writes: 
“This court begins its discus- 


sion with the argument that 
[the Wilmington By-Law] is 


invalid for being inconsistent 
with and preempted by State 
law and a comprehensive 
state program... Accordingly 
this court finds that [the 
Wilmington By-Law] inter- 
feres with the capping and 
closure of the Maple Meadow 
Landfill and frustrates an oth- 
erwise lawful activity under- 


taken in accordance with 
State law. This court finds 
and rules that — [the 


Wilmington By-Law] is thus 
invalid as applied to the cap- 
ping and closure of the 
Maple Meadow Landfill on 
locus.” (Emphasis Added). 
Judge Lombardi also held 
that even if the Wilmington 
By-Law generally were not 
preempted by state law, it 
would not apply to the Maple 
Meadow Landfill, in particu- 
lar. After reviewing the par- 
ties' arguments regarding the 
applicable case law, Judge 
Lombardi concluded, “The 
operation of the Maple 
Meadow Landfill thus falls 
squarely into this formulation 
of a preexisting nonconform- 
ing use. (Emphasis Added). 
Credible attorneys base their 
recommendations on their 
analysis and interpretation of 
the law, the cost of proceeding 
with litigation, and the likeli- 
hood of prevailing on the mer- 
its of the case. Credible attor- 
neys do not base their advice 
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upon public opinion, or upon 
their own financial gain 
Credible attorneys do not tell 
their clients what they want to 
hear; they tell them what they 
need to hear. 

I have not yet decided 
whether as a Selectman, | 
would vote to appeal the 
Court's rulings in the Maple 
Meadow Landfill case. When 
the time comes, I will baseyny 
vote on a review of three fac- 
tors- counsel's legal analysis, 
the cost, and the likelihoog of 
winning. 

In the meantime, perhaps 
Mr. McNabb can address pne 
of these factors-the cost.; If 
the Town decides to appeal 
the Land Court's decision, vill 
Mr. MeNabb or Clean Wé4ter 
Action reimburse the Towntfor 
its legal fees incurred to dqte? 
Will they subsidize the 
appeal? If so, I welcome tHeir 
input. If not, I would préfer 
that Mr. McNabb and ‘his 
cronies leave the “lawyeripg” 
to the lawyers.

those who were not. Now, dou- 
ble-blind studies weren't the 
standard back then, but present- 
ly many complimentary alterna- 
tive medicines (C.A.M.) have 
been proven to increase immuni- 
ty. 

That brings me to the subject 
of the influenza virus, a.k.a. the 
flu. The Center for Disease 
Control (C.D.C.) categorizes the 
influenza virus as either avian, 
pandemic, or seasonal 
Pandemic influenza is occurs 
with a global outbreak of the 
virus. So we will focus on the 
common, seasonal flu, as well as 
touch upon the avian virus. 

The avian (bird) influenza has 
become a hot topic of worry. 
However, it is very rare - unless 
you own a chicken. The only 
way to get this type of flu is by 
direct contact with tainted 
secretions or feces of a stricken 
piece of poultry. 

Just as E. coli occurs naturally 
in many humans, so too, are 
these viruses within birds, but 
they do not get them sick 
However, when these birds shed 
the virus through secretions 
such as saliva and feces, suscep- 
tible birds become infected 
through direct contact with 
these excretions or contaminat- 
ed surfaces, Once infected, it is 
spread through direct contact 

The flu we all sarcastically 
“know and love” is the common 
or seasonal influenza. It is a con- 
tagious, respiratory _ illness 
caused by a different type of the 
virus than that of the avian cat- 
egory; spread through respirato- 
ry droplets incurred by coughing 
and sneezing. Infection can be 
spread one day prior to the 
appearance of symptoms and up 
to five days after symptoms 
appear. 

Common symptoms include: 
fever, headache, fatigue, aches, 
dry cough and sore throat 
Stomach ache and nausea can 
be seen less commonly, more 
often in children. In rare, severe 
cases, death may occur in 
severely immune-suppressed 
individuals. 

There are different approaches 
to preventing and treating the 
seasonal flu. Western philosophy 
touts the flu vaccination as the 
best approach to avoid getting 
sick from the virus. However, it 
is important to know the rela- 
tively secret and unpopular 
aspects of the vaccines as well 
as healthy alternatives before 
you make your decisions as to 
which you choose. 

The CDC has posted - based on 
their own studies - that they 
believe the flu vaccine to be 
effective in only 16-23% of those 
injected. That could explain 
why, in addition to having a low

According to MacKinnon, noth- 
ing else was disturbed in the 
office. “They knew what they

Although the money had not 
been counted, MacKinnon esti- 
mated that nearly $2,000 was 
stolen, all in small bills 
MacKinnon thinks that it was 
most likely an adult who took the 
money.

VAKEFIELD'S KEVIN SCOTT is ready to take on Senator 
ddward Kennedy in the Massachusetts 2006 senate race.

It might be a quixotic chase but Wakefield's Kevin Scott is very 
serious about going after the big job and taking on entrenched U.S. 
Senator Edward “Ted” Kennedy with a common sense approach, in 
the upcoming elections, 

“This has already been a privilege quite honestly” Scott said of 
his candidac ‘ve been going to many events and met with inter. 
national figures, it has been quite an adventure.” 

The former Board of Selectmen and Board of Public Works 
member added, “All of that said this is not a dress rehearsal. I am 
really running for the United States Senate.” 

Scott started his campaign when he announced his run in 
October. Since that time he met with several Republican groups 
across the state and formed a campaign team with Newton 
Republican David Cohen, as his campaign manager and Mehdi 
Hasham, doing grassroots outreach 

“It seemed obvious to me we're being poorly represented,” Scott 
said, We have a senior senator who is extremely beyond liberal. I 
consider him to be a left wing extremist 

“I think the contrast will be shocking. On Election Day you want 
to give voters a contrast. I think we will be able to do that.” 

At this time, Scott has one opponent within his Republican 
party. Ken Chase of Belmont, who formerly ran against United 
States Congressman Ed Markey (D-Malden), has announced his 
candidacy for the Senate seat, but Scott has not seen any active 
participation in the race as yet. 

“He has no website,” Scott said, “and he hasn't met with any 
Republican groups as yet. I'm totally focused on what I have to do.” 

At this time Scott's focus is on putting together a small army of 
volunteers across the state that will be ready to collect the 10,000 
certified petition signatures when the nomination papers are made 
available. He estimates he has about 200 volunteers, some from 
Republican organizations as far away as Springfield and the 
Berkshires. 

“We're confident we will be very successful,” Scott said “That 
will be our first victory; getting on the ballot.” 

The next step after the petition drive is to win at the Republican 
State Convention to be held in Lowell on April 29. Scott will need to 
garner at least 15 percent of the delegate vote to ensure his ability 
to run as a Republican in the September primaries and subsequent

The film almost seems to be 
in a hurry to get through the 
usual scenes of the ultra 
authoritarian Haskins whipping 
his undisciplined recruits into a 
cohesive team. Which is fine, 
since we've seen the same 
scenes of exhausting workouts 
and spittle-flying speeches in 
ry other sports movie 

It's when the Miners start 
winning games and playing 
road games in the Deep South 
that "Glory Road" turns more 
serious, as the team is con- 
fronted with racial epithets, 
vandalized hotel rooms and 
worse, 

The significance of what 
Haskins is doing hits home 
when the Miners reach the 
Final Four, and Texas Western 
faces off against an all-white 
squad (including a young Pat 
Riley) from Kentucky, whose 
legendary coach Adolph Rupp 
didn't recruit an African- 
American player until 1972. The 
stern Rupp is portrayed under 
some prosthetic makeup by the 
wonderful Jon Voight. It's a 
small part, but Voight makes a 
huge impression as the film's 
heavy, making him a formida- 
ble opponent for Haskins. 

"Glory Road" could have 
used a little more of that sort 
of subtlety, as it sometimes 
plays a little loose with the 
facts to make a point 


GRADE: 


Newton, Massachusetts 
native Eli Roth has created a 
horror film that succeeds as a 
sort of ‘film noir’ version of a 
slasher pic, while simultane- 
ously taking the gore level to a 
new high 

The phrase ‘Quentin 
Tarrantino presents’ appears at 
the start of this film and as 


part of the advertising cam- 
paign, presumably to lure his 
fans into the theater to see 
Roth’s film, but this film has as 
little to do with Tarrantino’s 
other cinematic work as 
Curious George has in common 
with King Kong. 

The story centers around 
two American college students 
who are traveling through 
Europe, looking to smoke as 
much pot and meet as many 
single women as they possibly 
can before someone decides to 
revoke their passports. They 
team up with an Icelander 
named Ollie, and are looking 
for more fun when they meet a 
mysterious stranger who tells 
them about a hostel in Slovakia 
where the girls just throw 
themselves at American men 
Without hesitation, they are off 
to Slovakia. 

Before long, they realize 
something fishy is going on, as 
Ollie disappears and won't 
answer his cell phone. That’s 
because he has had his head 
chopped off in an abandoned 
industrial factory, where very 
rich men pay for the privilege 
of torturing and killing the 
unsuspecting young tourists 
who check into this particular 
hostel, a seedy side of the 
Slovakian tourist industry that 
just doesn’t get as much cover- 
age on the Travel Channel as it 
should. 

The suspense is intense, the 
gore and violence at times 
shocking (if you're ever in 
Slovakia, simply give the little 
street urchins something when 
they harass you for money 
trust me), and is a top-notch 
horror film until it suddenly 
switches gears and becomes an 
action thriller as one of the 
Americans attempts to escape 
with his life. A good film, until 
it loses its identity in the final 
act

“SYRIANA" 


GRADE: *** 


In "Syriana," George 
Clooney plays CIA operative 
Bob Barnes, a career agent 
who used to know all the trade 
secrets. In the 1980s, the Cold 
War made things morally easy, 
dividing the world intoblack 
and white hats. But when a 
routine arms deal in Tehran 
goes awry, Bob realizes the 
rules are changing. It seems 
the CIA no longer needs sea- 
soned agents like him -- the 
ones who know the terrain. It's 
all satellite reconnaissance and 
missile button pushing these 
days. So what becomes of an 
obsolete foot soldier, still strug- 
gling to pay his son's college 
bills? These are urgent issues 
for Bob, but in "Syriana," 
they're just one ripple in a 
world concerned only with oil. 

A thriller about a society 
that has become dependent on 
oil, "Syriana" was written and 
directed by Stephen Gaghan, 
whose screenplay for "Traffic" 
was an expose of the global 
drug industry. Here, he repeats 
the procedure and succeeds 
even more persuasively.

PEABODY — The Wilmington 
High boys hockey team might 
have put a big sign on its back 
that it's for real after 
Saturday's hard fought victory.

Keith Irwin didn’t play on 
Saturday and will be back when 
the team hits the ice this 
Saturday against Amesbury. 
Scanlon thinks with a roster 
that's completely healthy, his 
team can cause some damage. 

“We do (have a bunch of hard 
workers),” said Scanlon. “They 
do their jobs. We get in trouble 
when we break the system. But 
we play our system and every- 
one does their jobs, we are hard 
to match up against.” 

The teams played a much 
wide open first period but 
Lynnfield held a 15-10 advan- 
tage in shots.

Wilmington placed six grap-
